A big haul of cod is being made up 


the river above the bridge. One fisher 
man hooked a thirty-pounder on Wed- 
nesday, and other catches almost as 
good are reported. 
The Eliot fisher- 


men are improving the opportunity to 
the utmost. They say it is one of the 
largest runs of cod in a long time. 


A few fishermen are getting ready for 


the scallop season, which will soon op- 
en. Last year the few beds where scal- 
lops were found wore pretty well dragg 
ed over and towards the end of the sea- 
son the big, round shellfish had become 
is scarce as hen's teeth. It is probable 
that unless a few new beds are discover- 
ed that they will be just as scarce this 
season. The scallops are raked up from 
he bottom by long handled, iron-tooth- 
id drags 


The cunner season is 
about over. 


nunners probably possess more colors 
khan any other fish that swims. Almost 
every color ia represented in a dozen of 
the fish. Th« market fishermen do not 
use a hook and line in catching cnnners 
but have what they call a cunner trap. 
It is made by fastening three semi cir- 
cles of heavy band iron together at the 
ends in such a manner as to allow them 
to move freely at the joint. Over two of 
these bauds fish netting 
is loosely 


stretched. After the trap has been bait- 
ed it }8 thrown overboard and falls to 
the bottom with the jaws open. 
The 


trap is left undisturbed for a few min- 
utes and is then hauled up into tke 
boat. The hauling on the lines closes 
the trap and what fish that were in 
there feeding on the bail were imprison 
ed. 


It is predicted by both fishermen and 


dealers that the immense schools of had- 
dock and cod which struck our coast 
this year will remain long enough 
to 


give trawlers good results for their fall 
fishing. This prediction arises from the 
vast number of herring which came to 
the shores to spawn, and thousands of 
barrels from the sardine size to the La- 
brador bloater btve been taken since 
then. These little fish make excellent 
bait for pollock and 
it 
is nothing 


strange for five men to catch by band 
line 10,000 pounds in twelve hours fish- 
ing.

FARMERS' BOYS AT COLLEGE 


Tvio-fifths of the Students Are from 


the Agricultural Classes. 


Some interesting figures as to the 


proportion of farmers' boys among col- 
lege students have been gathered by 
the American Agncnluirist. It has re 
turns 
from 178 universities and 
col- 


leges, reporting an attendance of 02,- 
000 ntudents. out of a total of 97.000 in 
all the higher educational institutions 
of the country. In its analysis of the 
figures the Agriculturist reduces the 
number of students considered lo a lit- 
tle under f>li,000. for some unexplained 
reason excluding, it says, a few city 
colleges, like Harvard. Pratt Institute, 
University of ttochester. Fisk Univers- 
ity, 
antl others. Out of this total of 


about 52,000 it finds that nearly 21,000 
are from the agricultural classes, or .v 
peicentago of 10.02 fiom the farm. This 
pen-Pillage varies largely iu different 
sections of the countiy. It is 509 in 
the South. 45.8 in the far West, 40.1 
iu Hie central Wefit, 2'.).4 in the middle 
Slates, and 29.1 in New England.

The Transvaal complains that while 


negotiations were proceeding between 
the two counliies Great Britain was 
massing troops on th< Transvaal bord- 
ers, which was regarded as a threat 
against its independent e. This mass- 
ing of troops necessitated tlie assemb- 
ling of burghers for the defence of the 
country. 


Tlie note then calls upon England to 


agree to arbitration or a conference 
concerning all points in dispute, aud 
demands that British troops ou the 
Transvaal borders be Instantly with- 
drawn aud a third of all Biitish rein- 
forcements sent to South Africa since 
.lime 1 also lie withdrawn. If the de- 
mand of the Transvaal is compiled 
witii the Boer Government also agrees 
to withdraw its troops. 


An immediate and affirmative an- 


swer is demanded of Great Britain at 
once, "else the Transvaal Government 
will be compelled to regard the a*.'Jon 
ol Her Majesty's Government as a 
formal declaiation ol war and will not 
be responsible for the consequences." 


The text of the ultimatum was made 


pnblk by the Colonial oflice. It caused

The burg- 
lar who does several -jobs' and eludes 
the officers of the law is a Keen ob- 
server, a man of forethought and one 
whose executive ability is unquestion- 
ed. Houses are not entered because 
they are brownstonp fronts, nor are 
stores broken into by the professional 
thief without au imestisatton.

'job' he studies the habits of the resi- 
dent or proprietor. In a case in Troy 
a few year* ago a jewelry store was 
rolibed 
Apparently there was not a 


clew. T>etecti\es were placed on the 
ca«e and named the thieves by the 
method employed in setting into the 
store, and subsequently the thieves 
were convicted 
Certain burglars al 


ways enter a cellar and come up 
through stairs, floor, or trap doors. 
Others have skeleton keys. 


Others so above and come down- 


stairs. Some break in rear and others 
front doors. In the robbery above re 
ferred to the two thieves had been in 
Troy three successive Saturday nights. 
They had fastened a silk thread on all 
entrances in such a way that if any 
one entered or left the store the thread 
would be broken. Thus the burglars 
learned that the proprietor and clerks 
did not visit the store after closing 
Saturday night until Sunday. The 
fourth Saturday night they 'cracked' 
the safe. Except for their methodical 
way of entering (by the cellar) no sus- 
picion would have attracted Itself tor 
them. 


"Even burglars have some style. 


People living in modest homes, nnless 
they have large sums of monejr or 
jewelry, need not fear a visit from the 
professional. He is always posted on 
the plunder for which he seeks. As a 
rule, burglars are cowards, and it is 
only in emergencies that revolvers 'are" 
used."—Troy Times.
